Strategic Bombing

Paris, April 30 W — Strategic 


bombing has finished its job in 
Europe and Its forces, personnel 
and planes, will be shifted to the 
Pacific to the extent they can be 
used there, Gen. Carl A. Spaatz, 
U. S. Strategic Air Force Com- 
mander in Europe, declared today. 


Spaatz was speaking specifically 
the Americans, but in answer 


to a question as to the British 
Bomber ^Command participation in 
the Pacific theatre he said, "it cer. 
tainly can be assumed our Allies 
will take full part in the war there 
too." 


Spaatz .did not disclose whether 


R.A.F. heavies wouJd actually take 
up night bombing of Japan. Many 
experts have held that Britain's 
fleet of heavy night bombers was 
specially adapted for the European 
theatre and might not be'of maxi- 
mum efficiency 
in the Pacific. 


Much of the British heavy fleet is 
battle-worn. 


The air commander said present 


facilities in the Pacific could not 
possibly handle all of the Allies' 
present mighty strategic air force. 


In any case many heavy bombers 


will have to be kept here for the 
American postwar occupation air 
force which will be based on the 
continent. They will have to be re- 
tained in efficient readiness as part 
of the big stick to back up the 
authority of the Allies in their 
postwar control of the defeated 
Reich.

HOME FOR FUNERALS 
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LOW FIRE LOSS HERE 


Kingston turned in a better record of flre 


prevention and control during the past year 
than did most cities in the country, according 
to data just assembled by the National Fire 
Prevention Association after a survey of 465 
cities over 20,000 population. 


In establishing this record, both the resi- 


dents of the city and the members of the 
fire department shared in its accomplish- 
ment. 


The city ended the year with a total loss 


by fire on buildings, contents and automo- 
biles of $31,955, equivalent to an average of 
$1.12 
per person. This compares favorably 


with the per capita loss of $2.56 for all cities. 


There were 4.9 building fires In the city 


per 1,000 inhabitants in 1944, less than the 
average for Kingston the preceding year 
which was 5.3 per 1,000 people.- 


The efficiency of the local fire department 


is indicated by the fact that the 140 building 
fires that broke out in 1944 were quickly con- 
trolled and the damage kept to a minimum. 
The average loss per fire was $228 compared 
with $610 in other cities. 


The association points out that the nation's 


fire departments turned in an excellent rec- 
ord for 1944 despite the fact that practically 
all of them have operated under a handicap 
of inadequate manpower and lack of regular 
replacements of old apparatus, due to the 
war.

Mayor William F. Edelmuth, de- 


claring that too much tribute could 
not be paid the merchant marine, 
today urged Kingston citizens to 
offer individual prayers for the 
dead of that service on May 22, 
which is National Maritime Day. 


"Without these men, invasions 


at Leyte, Normandy, Africa and 
other fronts would not have been 
possible," Mayor Edelmuth de- 
clared in an official proclamation. 


The day was proclaimed nation- 


ally by the late President Roose- 
velt in one of his last official acts. 
Originally the day was set aside 
by Congress'in 1933 to commem- 
orate the S.S. Savannah, the first 
ship to cross the Atlantic by steam 
propulsion. She set out from the 
east coast for Liverpool, England, 
on May 22, J819. 


Today National Maritime Day 


has taken on the added significance 
of a tribute to the men who have 
given their lives to keep America's 
supply lines unbroken. By March, 
1945, 
casualties 
totaled 
6,029, 


which included 5,492 dead or miss- 
ing and 537'prisoners-of war. 


The text ot the Mayor's proclam- 


ation follows: 


"One of the last acts of our late 


President Roosevelt was to pro- 
claim May 22 as National Mari- 
time Day honoring the thousands 
of gallant men who gave, their 
lives in the Merchant Marine so 
that our supply lines might be 
kept open. 


Every man, from the captain of 


the largest merchant vessel down 
to the humble mess boy played a 
most historic and important role 
in keeping the lines o£ supply open 
to our boys on the fighting fronts 
in this global war. Without these 
men, 
invasions at Leyle, Nor- 


mandy, Africa and other fronts 
would not have been possible, for 
it was these men who kept the 
material flowing into the various 
ports of the world. 
With each 


voyage, these men faced death, 
and many times trips were made 
without the protection of escorts. 
The Merchant Marine is * vital 
part of our daily existence, and loo 
much tribute cannot be paid to 
those who have made the supreme 
sacrifice. Many men go down to 
Uie sea in ships whose brave deeds 
arc never recorded in the annals 
of history. 


So. on this 22nd day of May. I 


humbly request that in your in- 
dividual places of worship that you 
offer a silent prayer for the happy 
repose of the souls of these men 
who died so that we might tnioy 
the fruits of a God-like peace"
